Statemertt of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. 

On the 14th December, 197.1, a party of the Bor- 
der Security Force was deputed to raid a post held by 
the enemy at King Contour in Bugina Bulge in Jammu 
and Kashmir. The raid party left its base at 0400 hrs. 
and reached the vicinity of King contour by 11.30 hrs. 
The party engaged one enemy sentry standing in a 
trench and three nearby bunkers. The enemy retaliated 
with their automatic weapons and 2 inch mortar and 
hurled grenades on the raiding party. 

Shri Tara Singh who was 50 yards from the enemy 
picket engaged the L.M.G. of the enemy with his 
7.62 MM self-loading riile. On realising that the fire 
of the LMG of the enemy was too heavy for his 
weapon, he crawled towards the enemy's LMG Bunker 
and threw a hand grenade and silenced the enemy LMG. 
Shri Tara Singh then crawled to the right side took up 
position behind a pine tree and engaged the enemy once 
again in order to enable the raiding parly to withdraw 
to a small mound in the rear, 

Shri Pargat Singh accompanied the raiding party 
us LMG No. 1. When the raiding party attacked the 


enemy Bunkers, one of the LMG of the enemy fired on 
the raiding party from an enfilade position and did not 
allow the party to advance farther. Shri Pargat Singh 
in utter disregard of the enemy fire and at a great per- 
sonal risk crawled about ten yards and destroyed the 
enemy LMG by killing its No.l. He then rushed to the 
other end of the position and engaged the MMG of 
the enemy. He silenced the MMG of the enemy with 
his sustained and accurate, fire. After inflicting cas- 
ualties on the enemy, the raiding party wanted to with- 
draw but another LMG of the enemy would not allow 
them, to do so. Shri pargat Singh then engaged the 
LMG of the enemy to enable the raiding party to with- 
draw safely to a mound. 

In the above action both Shri Tara Singh and Shri 
Pargat Singh Constables, exhibited Conspicuous galla- 
ntry in an attack on the enemy and inflicted casualties 
on them by their bold and determined action.

On the 21st April, 1972 Shri Rajendra Pal Singh, 
received information that self styled Naga hostile Cap- 
tain Charang and his associates armed with sophisti- 
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cated firoarms were camping at village Taphou in the 
Sadar Hills area of Manipur. Hostile Naga Charang 
had committed several violent crimes in the past. 
Village Taphou is located in a hillock which is surroun- 
ded by thick forest on three sides. After careful rec- 
onnaissance, Shri Singh decided to launch the attack 
from the most difficult terrain in order to effect surprise. 
The assault was made in the early hours on the 22nd 
April, 1972 and the house where Naga hostilcs were 
staying was surrounded. The danger of instant death 
from the counter attack by the hostiles became real 
when on breaking open Ibe house, Shri Singh had to 
overpower in swift combat, the self styled Captain and 
force him to hand over his loaded rifle. Two associa- 
tes of charang were also arrested from the same house 
by the Central Reserve Police Force personnel accom- 
paning Shri Rajcndra Pal Singh. 

Shri Rajendra Pal Singh showed conspicuous galL 
an try and high devotion to duty in facing the Naga 
hostilcs.

No.lS-12012/4/73-Lab, & Legis. In exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (i) of sub-rule (1) of rule 
5 of the Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the 
Central Government hereby grants to the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission, Tel Bhavan, Dehradun (here- 
inafter referred to as the Commission) a Petroleum 
Exploration Licence to prospect for petroleum for four 
years with effect from the date of commencement of 
drilling, in the Bombay offshore area measuring 12,948 
Square kilometres, the particulars of which are given in 
Schedule ‘A 1 annexed hereto. 

The grant of the licence is subject to the terms and 
conditions mentioned below : — 

(a) The exploration licence should be in respect of 
petroleum. 

(b) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should bring that to the notice 
of the Central Government with full particulars thereof. 

(c) Royalty at the rates mentioned below shall be 
charged, - 

(i) Rs. l5/-per metric tonne or such rate as may 

be fixed by the Central Government from 
time to time on all crude oil and casing-head 
condensate ; 

(ii) in case of natural gas, at such rate as may 
be fixed by the Central Government from 
time to time. 


The royalty shall be paid at the Bombay Treasury 
every month and the original chalan forwarded to the 
Central Government. 

(d) The Commission shall, within the first thirty days 
of every month, furnish to the Central Government a 
full and proper return showing the quantity and gross 
valu? of all crude oil, casing-head condensate and nat- 
ural gas obtained during, the preceding month in pur- 
suance of the licence. The return shall be in the form 
given in Schedule “B 1 ’ annexed hereto, 

(c) The Commission shall deposit a sum of six thou- 
sand rupees as security as required by rule II of the 
petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(f) The Commission shall pay every year a fee In 
respect of the licence calculated at the following rates 
for each square kilometre or part thereof covered by the 
licence : — 

(i) Rs. 4 for the first year of the licence; 

(ii) Rs. 20 for the second year of the licence; 

(iii) Rs. 100 for the third year of the licence; 

(iv) Rs, 200 for the fourth year of the licence ; 
and 

(v) Rs. 300 for the first and second years of 
renewal. 

(g) The Commission shall, be at liberty to determine 
the relinquishing of any part of the area covered by the 
exploration licence by giving not less than two months 1 
notice in writing to the Central Government as required 
by sub-rules (3) of rule 11 of the Petroleum and Nat- 
ural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(h) The Commission shall immediately on demand 
submit to the Central Government confidentially a full 
report, of the geological data of all l he minerals found 
during the exploration of oil and natural gas and shall 
submit without fail every six months the results of all 
operations, boring and exploration to the Central 
Government. 

(/) The Commission shall take preventive measures against 
the hazard of fire under sea bed and/or on the surface and shall 
keep such equipment, supplies and means to extinguish the fire 
at all times and shall pay such compensation to the third party 
and/or Government as may he determined in case of damage 
to the fire. 

(j) This exploration licence shall be subject to the provisions 
of the Oilfields (Regulation and Development) Act, 1948 (53 
of 1948) and the Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(k) The Commission shall execute a deed of the Petroleum 
exploration licence in the form applicable to offshore areas 
as approved by the Central Government.
